Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Upon review of the claims for allowance, the following is noted by the Examiner and requires correction on the part of 
Applicant. The purpose of the interview is to inform Applicant of the defects that currently exist in the application, which 
requires attention prior to the allowance of the claims. 

1. The ranges recited in claims 1 and 7, step c' is not supported by the disclosure in the specification. The specification, 
page 9, recites specific weights and provides for a 2.5% fluctuation. However, the ranges provided in the claims, as 
currently amended, are not within the cited range. An amendment to amend the listed ranges to the appropriate 
ranges, such as 35 grams +- 2.5% of casein, 17 grams +-2.5% of beef peptone, 22 grams +-2.5% of RNA, 3.25 grams 
+-2.5 % of bovine serum, 2.5 liter +-2.5% of water, and 16.5 grams +-2.5% of NaOH; would resolve this issue. 

2. The recitation of "the reduction" lacks antecedent basis. An amendment to amend the "the reduction" to "any 
reduction" would resolve this issue. 

3. The recitation of "0-100%" in step c) of claim 1 is supported by the drawings, however, it is not verbally described in 
the specification. An amendment to include the range, which is supported by the drawings, into the specification 
would resolve this issue. 

4. The recitation of" Product R is provided by Advance Viral Research Corporation (Yonkers, New York)", introduced in 
Amendment B, is objected to as new matter added to the specification. There is no support in the specification, by 
original presentation for the addition. Applicant is required to point to the specification for support of such or delete 
such addition. - 

5. There is a discrepancy between the original disclosure and Applicant's own patent, 6,303,153 concerning Product R. 
In the instant disclosure, Applicant refers to Product R as RETICULOSE, page 4 of specification. However, column 2 of 
the cited patent states that Product R is not the same as RETICULOSE. Furthermore, RETICULOSE is a trademark. 
A deletion to all recitation of "RETICULOSE" would resolve this problem. 

Concerning above listed point number 2-3, Applicant's representative, Bill Epstein agrees to amend the recitation of 
"the reduction" in claim 3 to "any reduction" and amend the specification to verbally describe the 0-100% value that is 
depicted in the drawings. Outside of point number 2-3, an agreement was not reached. 
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
